The snow is still to be met with 
just* above the timber line which in 
Part accounts for the number of wild 
goats and sheep which are to be seen, 
while moose can be “raised” any time 
within an hours walk of Mr. Md- 
Donald's homestead.

Less 
time was taken than expected, no bet-| 
ter work was done in demoblization 
anywhere. There have been very few 
complaints. The transportation prob- 
lem of Canada, precipitated upon us 
chiefly by the failure of the Trans- 
continental and Grand Trunk Pacific 
raikway projects, has been grappled 
with courageously. Some 23,000 
miles ts now the property of the Do- 
minion, perhdps, the largest railway | 
syetem in the world.

Paris, Aug. 10.—It Is 
that Premier Lloyd George and Pre- 
mier Millerand agreed upon steps to 
be taken in the event the Bolsheviki 
seek to impose crushing terms on 
Poland at Minsk on Wednesday, says 
a Havas dispatch from Mythe. These 
steps consist of a naval blockade of 
Russia by the British fleet, aided by 
French destroyers, Neighboring neu- 
tral nations, such as Sweden, Den- 
mark and Norway, would be asked to 
suspend exports to Russia, and thus 
aid the Ight against the world danger 
of Bolshevism, and eventually the al- 
lies may appeal to Germany to effect 
the isolation of Russ‘a by land.
